FURTHER PAR TICULARS. 


A correspondent, ofthe Nanjangpap, or South 
Chine Datly Journal, writing from Anking gives 
the following further. particulars, relating to,the 
assassination of the late Governor En’ Min. 
The writer stales that he has been informed by 
one of those present at the time that when the 
late Governor and members of his s'aff entered 
the reception room of the Gendarmerie School,. 
the man named Ma Tze- chi, alias “Tsung 
Hangtze,” drew a-revolver’ end shot at the 
Governor, hitting him on the right hand, .‘ ud- | 
denly a great peivousness ‘took hold of the 
would-be assassin, his hand shook so that he 
coild hardly fire his weapon., Upon this Hau 
Hsi-linseized Ma Tze-ch‘i's revolver and aiming 
at the Goveroor repeatedly fire? at his Fxcel- 
Tency, whilst doing so Hl, Hsi-lin called cut 


‘ina loud voice, Rest’ easy, your Excellency, 


I promise you that I'am bound to, capture the 
man who fired at you.” All the tima Hsii Hsi- 
lin was firing his revolver and backing out of 
the room.
